me, with your permission, I will try to 
give them a sketch of the country 
through which I traveled. 


Leaving Kansas City over the Santa 


Fe road we cross the state of Kansas 
from east to west. The v*st plains 
wherein tho Indian and the buftilo 
roimed supreme are now second in im- 
portance in the agricultural area of 
the U ion and its uncultivated trie's 
sustain millions of cattle and hors»s 
The strong arms of America's sons have 
here erected for themselves beautiful 
homes aad the growing crops to 
b? seen for miles over these exten- 
sive plains indicate prosperity 
We 


now cross the line into Colorado and 
every mile of progress westward car- 
ries us into a higher altitude as we ap- 
proach the foot hills of the great Rock- 


ies. 
The heroic Pike's Pe *k is to be 


seen, though one hundred miles aw&y 
We have now arrived at the city of La 
Junta, which is situated at the junc- 
tion of the Santa Fe road. Here is 
where this road assumes sectarian prin- 
ciples, dividing, one branch leading- 
northwest through Denver and Grea', 
Salt Lake City, the other leading 
southwest through Santa Fe and Al- 
buquerque, nnd both anchoring in the 
same haven— the golden city of San 
Francisco. 


La Junta is the centre of an irrigated 


distr-ct, where the brain of man has 
devised plans to quench the thirst of 
vegetation, and now these fertile lands 
are dressed in robes of alfalfa, melons 
and sugar beets. The cultivation of 
the last nam ;d vegetable promises to 
become one of the mast important in- 
dustries of this country. 
A factory 


has been built at Rscky Ford for the 
production of sugar at a cost of one 
raiLion dollars, which has a capacity 
of one thousand tons of beets daily 
We now begin to see the towering 
..all of the Raton range in the distunes 
and at its foot lies the city of Trinidad. 
This city is the centre of coal, coke, 
iron and wool industries. 
Here is 


where we first see Mexican settlements 
and the arcaitectural designs of their 
abodes are simply immense. If Hirry 
Hater were to confine his hogs to 
such a stye Charles Beegle would ar- 
rest 
him for cruelty to animals. 


Here also begins the final ascent to 
the first of many lofty mountains. 
The grade is wonderfully steep and 
two engines are required to take the 
train, and then not faster than a man 
could walk. 
We now cross the line 


into New Mexico and plunge into a 
tunnel of darkness at an elevation of 
7,800 feet, this being the highest point 
on the road. 
Tae train now rushes 


down the descending side to gain the

Thomas Bracket! Seed was born in 


Port'and, Me., on October 18, 1839; at- 
tended the public schools and worked 
his way through college by teaching in 
vacation time. He was graduated from 
Bowdoin college 
in 1860, ranking 


among the six honor men of his class, 
and spent the next two years in teaeh- 
'ng and in the study of law. 
B:fore 


finishing the latter course, however, 
he went to California and was admit- 
ted to practise there, returning in 1864 
to Portland, where he entered the 
navy as an assistant paymaster in 
April of that year. On receiving an 
honorable discharge in 1865 he began 
the practise of law in his native town, 
rapidly rising and drifting quickly 
into politics. In 1868 ha was elected a 
mf mber of the Maine house of repre- 
sentatives and from that time until 


1899 
ha was out of politics one year, 


being in congress until the latter date 
from 1877 He was flrst elected speak- 
er in 1889, though the choice of the 
Republicans twice before, when the 
house was Democratic. 
He quickly 


put in fores the rule of "counting a 
quorum." The Democrats were in con- 
trol in the Fifty-second and Fifty- 
third congresses and Reed was leader 
of the minority, being again chosen 
speaker in 1895, when the Republicans 
went back into power. He hold the 
post until August, 1899, when he re- 
signed from the house and a short 
time afterward began the practice of 
law in Naw York city as a member of 
the firm of Reed, Simpson, Thatcher & 
Barnum. In 1896 Mr. Reed was a can- 
didate for the Republican nomination 
for the presidency, but -was defeated, 
Mr. Reed was an able writer. He pub- 
lished "Reed's Rules" and was the edi- 
tor of "Modern Eloquence," published 
in ten volumes in 1901. Contributions 
from him to the magazines were eager- 
ly sought 
Mr. Reed was one of the 


brainiest Republican statesmen of this 
country, 


THOMAS NAST. 


Cartoonist "Tom" Nast, consul at 


Guayaquil, Ecuador, died, of yellow 
fever, on December 7. Just before 
going to Ecuador he drew a cartoon 
showing "Yellow Jack" springing out 
of a box on his arrival. 


Mr. Nast was born on September 27, 


1840, 
in Bavaria, and cams to this 


country at the age of six with hi« 
iither, who was a musician of some 
prominence. Six months' study at the 
age rf 14 was all the instruction in 
drawing he ever received, but he was 
a born artist. At an absurdly early 


e he was on the illustrating staff of 


Frank Leslie's. In 1882 he joined the 
staff of Harper's Weekly, where his 
caricatures quickly became a political 
power. Lincoln himself declared that 
they were the best recruiting sergeants 
on the side of the Uaion. After the 
war he attacked the Tweed gang and 
his pitiless pencil not only overthrew 
Tweed but finally served to identify 
him when he was hiding from justice 
He also invented the Tammany tiger, 
the elephant of the G. O. P. and the 
doakey, which has b3en used as em- 
blematic of the Democrats. 


New Line Over the AJleghenlei to the £ut 


of Somerset. 


The following appeared in a recent 


issue of the Plttsbnrg Post: "Indica- 
tions point conclusively to the fact 
that a new railroad ia to be built across 
the backbone of the Allegheny moun- 
tain at srm.9 point not far from Somer- 
set. Charters have been quietly taker 
out, no furore created, and the promo- 
ters, seemingly, have been avoiding 
publicity. The line, as projected, in- 
cludes two roada to be built under sep- 
arate Pennsylvania charters and with 
a probable Maryland charter which 
may or may not be issued. 


"Prom the general direction cf the 


projected lines the enterprise would 
seem to be independent of the Penn- 
sylvania or Baltimore & Ohio interests, 
because it is heading dangerously near 
the Western Maryland at Cherry Run, 
and this gives the whole affair a Gould 
aspect. On the other hand it may turn 
out to be an enterprise affiliated with 
tl e Pennsylvania or Baltimore & Oiio. 
While percent, grades, elevation, etc , 
are not known, evidently the promo- 
ters have in mind some of the advan' 
tages cf the old South Pena route. 
As'de from all these things, however, 
it is certain and sure that railroad 
building is about to experience a big 
boom in some portions of Bedford and 
Fulton counties. 


"Recently charters have been grant- 


ed to the Bedford & Western and Poto- 
mac & Allegheny railroad companies, 
the former for the building of a line 
from Mount Dallas, Bedford county, 
Pa., toGaiger, Somerset county, a dis- 
tance of 50 miles.and the latter for the 
construction of a line from Mount Dal- 
las to a point on the Maryland state 
line in Fulton county.
